THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 



In another column will be found tbo semi- 
annual report of tho Chief Engineer of the 
Victoria Firo Department. It will bo there 
seen that much as we lmvo reason to con- 
gratulate tho inhabitants on possessing bo 
admirable an inslitution Tor tho protection 
of the cily as the department in question, 
there are still a number of urgent warns 
obtruding theniselvos on our notice that re- 
quire the earnest attention of thoso in 
authority. Tho first is a largo increaso in 
the Dumber of hydrants or cisterns. It iB 
pioved that tho presont water supplies in cajc 
of fire in several localities throughout the 
town ate totally inadequate to tnuel emer- 
gencies, or, in other words, that tho property 
in certain neighborhoods cannot bo properly 
protectpd. This is a matter for tho serious 
consideration of every householder; for lire, 
liko an opidemic, may arise in a very insig. 
uificant locality, but unless tho moat energetic 
means can bo used for its early suppression, 
it may spread beyond the greatest eflurts of 
man. The recommendations, thorefore, of 
tho Chief Engineer should reoeivo practicul 
attention. It is suggested that some arrange" 
ment should be made with the Water Company 
in their prospective negotiations with the 
Government to have a constant waier 
supply in the places which are now 
negleoted, and we think tho suggestion a 
timely one. An application, we believe, will 
shortly be made by the Water Company to 
the Legislature for certain privileges, and we 
have no doubt that the Company will gladly 
nooede to stipulations that will, by af- 
fording a proper supply of water, removo 
tho present perils to property. The next 
question is that of getting rid of one ol tbo 
engines and supplying its place by a steam 
lire engine. Tho ultimate savinp; in time 
and money, ond the additional security which 
suoh a translocation would guarunt.ee, are 
advantages which would quickly repay the 
eipense of tho ohnnge, and wo hope when 
money is a little moro plentiful in our midst 
than it is ut presont, to see the scheme ef- 
fected. It would be almost impossible to 
take up all the points in the report, but we 
cannot help alluding to tho financial condi- 
tion of the department and the absolute 
necessity there is that the remaining thous- 
and dollars of last year's vote should bo paid. 
It will be seen by our report of tho business 
transacted yesterday in the Assembly, that 
a resolution covering this ground was passcJ 
by the HouBe and forwarded to His Excel- 
lency. The department will, thorefore, in all 
probability be paid without further delay. 
The recommendation thai the Government 
payments should be regular, in order that tho 
department by being able to calculate with 
certainty the time when it would have 
funde in hand, may regulate its expenditure, 
only shows the necessity of having a nearer 
and less complicated sourco of supply than 
tho general Government. The application ou 
this score may have tho eflect of making the 
Treasury moro punctual in its payments, but 
we hope before tho no.vt month shall have 
transpired the town will bo in possession ol 
an Incorporation bill that will enable the civic 
authorities to make ample and regular pro 
vision for our fire companies. We cannot 
allow Iho efficiency ol so important an 
Instittitio l as our firo department to 
be imperilled. When wo consider how 
iusigninaaat a per centago on the personal 
and nouoe property of the place the inhabit- 
ants are required to pay lor its maintenance, 
tho wonder is how suoh an organization lias 
been really kept together. On looking over 
recent proceedings of the Metropolitan Board 
of Works in London wo Snd that a paid fire 
brigade, comprising 130 men, cost the Hoard 
in one yoar the nice little sum of $72,800. 
Our department numbers 113 us effective 
firemen, wo will bo bonnd to say, as the 130 
or' the London brigade, and yet all tho pub- 
lic aro called upon to pay for its maintenance 
is $3,000 a year. When we look upon suoh 
a contrast as this we think the community has 
been signally blessed in receiving gratuitously 
the services of so many citizens in an occupa- 
tion that demands all tho promptness, energy 
and courage of our nature. Let the Government 
of tho country as well us the inhabitants ol 
Victoria, keep the London brigrtdo with its 
870,000 in mind when our firo department 
puts forward its claims to public attention.

UAHKWOOD RAILWAY CO. 

The Hon. Donald Fraser as Chairman of 
the Select Committee appointed to tako evi- 
dence on tho petitions presented to the Coun- 
cil (or and against the Harcwond Railway 
Extension Bill, reported that although the 
opposition of the Vancouver Coal Co. was a 
natural ono, slill the Committee had come 
to the unanimous conclusion after boating one 
witness and having tho advantage ol the 
personal assistance of tho Surveyor General) 
that not sufficient canse had becu shown why 
the extension of time prayed (or by the 
Harowooil Co. should not ho granted. 

Tho Hon. Colonial Secretary moved that 
tho report bo received anil entered accord- 
ingly on tho minutes: 

The Hon. Chief Justice suggestod as this 
was the first instance of the kind in which 
the Council had exercised ono of its mint 
important and sacred liitictions,--n legal (unc- 
tion in which tho rights to property wero 
involved, tho House should bo careful in es- 
tablishing a precedent, and ho thought there- 
lore the whole materials on which the Select 
Committee had based its conclusion (which 
might bo u coriect one) should he. placed 
boloro tbo Council so that tho Council should 
not, so to speak, surrender its judgment into 
the hands of o select committee however 
wiso and judicious their decision nii«ht be. 
It would bu expedient perhaps to postpone 
tho report for that purpose. 

Tho Hon. Colonial Socrotary thought il 
would bo a waste of timo. 

The Hon. Attorney General said tho op. 
position was not to tho extension asked lor 
but to tho rights of tho petitioners, which 
should have boon tustml at the lime that 
clause (ivo of thu original bill was passed. 
Tho present question wus simply ono ol ex- 
tension of time. 

Thu Hon. Trousurer favored n poslponn- 
mcnt as tho first bill had boon somewhat 
hurried through the Council , to the prejudice 
probably ot thu Vancouver Co. There was 
some division then with tho Soluct Commit- 
tee, and he agreed with tho lion. President 
that thu Council before adopting thu report 
should bo in possession of till tho material. 

The Hon. Suivoyor General wuo in luvor 



wus full of coal and minerals. Moiuy would 
be brought into the country, labor employed, 
tho price of coal lowetod, and the quality, ho 
hoped, improved. 

The Hon. Chief Justioe considered that the 
roasona assigned by ihe Hon. Surveyor Gen- 
eral showed the necessity of ncting with due 
oaro in this matter. There wus a company

As to thu rights con- 
ceded, (hey wore at present Ihe law of tho 
I ind mid could not bo impeached, and il was 
not to be expected that the English capitalists 
who had already invested their money would 
be kept waiting from lime to timo for the 
Legislature to keep fuith with litem. The 
principle ol the bill was conceded and the 
objections to the present bill hud been thor- 
oughly ventilated before select committees of 
boih Houses. 

After some further discussion and reference 
to maps, thu Hon. Colonial Secretary's mo- 
lion for the adoption o( tho report wus ear- 
riod by tbo insertion of the word " verbal" 
before report.

The condition of the public property now 
in the hands of the Fire Department,! am 
pleased to state is intolerable working order, 
duo entirely to the groat uaie and attention 
given to said property by the i dicers ol the 
Companies; tho Deluge engine, however, re- 
quires so much attention to li oep it in order for 
any emergency, that much dependence b.ui- 
not bo placed on iis durable eflicency should 
il be placed in action, Irom the fact that 
recently repairs are required to be ma le on 
it every time it has been put in use. ( liefer 
to statement two annexed as to condition ol 
public property) 

My immediate predecessor in bis semi- 
annual report has lully set lorlh the necessity 
of providing a new engine for this well or- 
ganized and efficient company— Deluge No. 
I. In this connection 1 would here recom- 
mend, lor ihe better security of life and pro- 
perty, that Deluge Engine be dispose! u |, 
and a steam lire engine be placed at the lis 
posal ol said company. My reasons lor so 
advising are apparent from the aforesaid 
state of Deluge Engine, and the coming sum- 
mer mouths, attendant with southerly high 
winds, making the material Composition ol 
our oily more inflamable than at any other 
season of the year.
